SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication entitled Against Homosexuality, otherwise known as Ten 
Commandments Website, is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The computer printout consists of seven pages of text in which the author presents a 
fundamentalist Christian argument against homosexuality, advocating the state- 
sanctioned death of homosexuals. The publication presents as a piece of anti¬ 
homosexual propaganda in which the author expresses opinions and attitudes towards 
homosexuals supported by a selective reading of prescriptive and proscriptive sections 
of the Bible, errors of fact and misconceptions about homosexual behaviour. 

The Court of Appeal's interpretation of s3(1) in Living Word Distributors v Human 
Rights Action Group (Wellington) [2000] 3 NZLR 570 states that the words "describes, 
depicts, expresses or otherwise deals with matters such as sex, horror, crime, cruelty 
or violence" relate to activity rather than the expressions of opinion or attitude. This 
publication makes non-explicit references to sexual activities to support the author's 
opinions about homosexuality, and non-instructional references to violence to support 
the author's opinion that homosexuality is "death-worthy". The references to sexual 
acts and acts of violence are of no greater specificity or frequency than similar 
references in the videos that were the subject of the Court of Appeal's decision in 
Living Word. These references are therefore insufficient to push this publication 
through the "sex" or "violence" subject matter gateways in s3(1) of the FVPC Act. 
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Sections 14, 5 and 6 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 have been considered 
in relation to Against Homosexuality. As the publication does not deal with any of the 
matters contained in s3(1) of the FVPC Act, and cannot receive any classification other 
than unrestricted, the rights and freedoms contained in si4 of the NZBR Act are not 
limited in any way in this instance. 
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
